Commission of Inquiry to Inquire into the Incidents of Explosions at Samusllpur and 
Matters Connected Therewith (1975). 

S.O, 93(E). —Whereas by the Ministry of Home Affairs Notification No. 1/12014/1/ 
75-S&P(D-I) dated 10th February, 1975 published on the same date in Part fl, Section 3 
Sub-scction (ii) of the Gazette of India Extraordinary as S.O. No. 88(E) the Central Gov¬ 
ernment, in exercise of the powers conferred on it by vScclion 3 ot the Commissions of 
Inquiry Act, 1952 (60 of 1952), has appointoj Shri Justice K. K. Mathew, Judge, Supreme 
Court of India, as one man Commission of Inquiry with the following terms of reference, 
namely:— 

(a) to inquire into the general background and the facts and circumstances pertaining 

to the explosion that occurred on 2nd January 1975 at Samastipur Railway 
Station resulting in the death of Shri L. N. Mishra, Union Minister for 
Railways and Sarvashri Suraj Narain Jha, Member of the Legislative Council, 
Bihar and R. K. P. S. Kishoro, Railway Clerk and serious injuries to a 
number of persons and the subsequent explosion that occurred the same day 
in the house of Shri Mah'adeo Sanii; 

(b) to inquire into the nature and adequacy of measures taken to afford necessary 

protection and security to the Union Minister of Railways while altendi^ the 
public function for inauguration of Samastipur—Muzzafarpur Broad G'auge 
Line on 2nd January, 1975j 
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(c) to inquire into the nature and a<iequacy of medical attention given to late Shri 

L. N. Mishra after he came to be injured as ’a result of the explosion at the 
railway station and other related circumstances taking into consideration and 
findings of the Medical Experts Committee appointed by the Government of 
Bih'ar in their Home department Resolution No. 508/C dated the 28tb 
January, 1975; 

(d) to inquire into the nature and adequacy of steps taken for rendering medical and 

other assistance to persons injured as a result of the aforesaid explosion; 

(c) to consider such olh:u’ matters which in the opinion of the Commission have any 
relevance to the aforesaid; and 

(f) to recommend measures which may be adopted for preventing the recurrence of 
such incidents. 


Now therefore this notification is issued, by and under the order of the said 
Commission, inviting all persons 'acquainted with the subject-matters of the inquiry to 
furnish to the Commission statements, in writing, relating to all or any of the matters 
specified in the terms of reference aforesaid. 

2. Every statement furnished to the Commission should be accompanied by an affidavit 
in respect of the facts set out in the statement and sworn to by the person lurnishing the 
statement. 


3 All statements, together with true copies of documents, if any, which are proposed to 
be relied upon, should be sent to the '‘Commission of Inquiry to inc|uire Into the incjclents 
of explosion at Samastipur and matters connected therewith", 2, Motilal Neniu Marg, w 
Dclhi-110011 so as to reach on Or before the 3rd March, 1975. 

4. The sittings of the Commission for recording of oral evidence will be notified in due 
course.
